R esidents have 

less than a month 
until they decide 
who they want to 
represent them in 
Europe. 

Many British citizens 
are unaware that some of 


the UK laws are made by 
the European Union (EU) 
- that is why experts say 
it is vital that everyone 
who is eligible votes. 

Londoners will elect 
eight Members of the 
European Parliament 
(MEPs) on 4 June and the 
results will be announced 
three days later. People 
living in the borough who 
are originally from other 


EU countries can chose to 
vote for candidates 
representing those 
countries instead, and 
some Commonwealth 
citizens can also vote. 

To vote, you must be on 
the Electoral Register. 
Anyone wanting to elect 
an MEP from another 
country must also fill in a 
UC1 form. 

Elections for the 


European Parliament are 
held every five years. 

It focuses on Europe 
and its citizens, but also 
has a say in the EU’s 
relations with countries 
outside the union, such as 
America. 

It also influences the 
use of the EU foreign aid 
budget, which is the 
largest in the world at 
£8.5billion a month.

M ORE than 20 

people are set to 
become at least 
£50 poorer 

following two action days 
organised by the Council 
to tackle litter and graffiti. 

Enforcement officers 
issued 22 fixed penalty 
notices to litter bugs on 29 
and 30 April. Meanwhile, 
colleagues in the graffiti 


team carried out a blitz, 
removing a total of 57 
items, covering almost 260 
square metres - that’s the 
height and length of seven 
Routemaster buses. 

The street cleaning team 
was also out in force, 
collecting 564 bags of 
litter and dumped items 
over the two days. 

The drive supports the 
Council’s regular cleaning 
and graffiti removal. Every 
street in the borough is 
swept at least twice a week 
and those in town centres 


are cleaned daily.

Neighbourhoods, said: 
“The Council spends 
£9million a year keeping 
the streets clean in 
Hackney - but we need 
people to play their part 
too. It’s a simple message: 
we won’t put up with 
littering, dumping and 
graffiti and people 
responsible for such selfish 
behaviour can expect a 
hefty fine.” 

Local businesses were 
also given the chance to 
get involved as officers 
gave away six graffiti 
cleaning kits donated by 
Encams, formerly the Keep 
Britain Tidy campaign. 

Residents have told the 
Council that cleaner streets 
and tackling graffiti are 
priorities and it has 
responded by intensifying 
resources to improve street 
cleanliness. 

Hackney’s streets have 
become much cleaner, 
according to Encams. It 
found that streets failing its 
standards had dropped 
from 46 per cent in the first 
quarter of 2006, to just 
nine per cent in the same 
period this year.

Calls for improved design 


MAYOR Jules Pipe has 
hit out at the proposed 
design for the 2012 
media centres in 
Hackney Wick, saying it 
must be improved if they 
are to deliver a 
meaningful legacy for 
the borough after the 
Games. 

He told the Olympic 
Delivery Authority (0DA) 
that its current design 
‘does not meet the 
needs of the high quality employers who have expressed 
an interest in using the centres after the Games’. 

The International Broadcast Centre and Main Press Centre 
designs have also been branded ‘extremely weak’ by the 
Government’s architecture adviser, the Commission for 
Architecture and the Built Environment (CABE). 

Leading digital, media and creative industry organisations, 
some already based in Hackney but seeking to expand, are 
interested in moving to the centres which will provide 
900,000 sq ft of employment space. 

Mayor Pipe said: “We have consistently and strongly 
lobbied for both the broadcast and press centres to be on 
the same site in Hackney and crucially that the buildings 
are of a high quality, to attract high quality employers and 
therefore high quality jobs for the people of Hackney. 
“Having won the battle to create future employment space 
here in Hackney, I am disappointed the 0DA is putting the 
site’s future success at risk by proposing to use such 
terrible materials, particularly for the permanent ‘press 
centre’ building. 

“I will use the short time we have left to continue pushing 
for better quality buildings so they can deliver a legacy that 
will be of long-term benefit to Hackney." 

An 0DA spokesperson said: “Design work on the external 
appearance of the buildings is ongoing and we will be 
discussing updated proposals with our partners.”

Carer for more than 200 children 


NO two weeks are ever the same in the household of Debra 
Douglas. The 46-year-old mother of four, a former fashion 
buyer turned nursery nurse, has been a foster carer with 
Hackney’s Adoption and Fostering Unit since 1993 and has 
looked after more than 200 children in that time. 

She and her partner of 30 years, David, opened their home 
and became foster carers shortly after the birth of their second 
child. Their three daughters and son, aged five to 1 9, have 
been raised as part of a larger foster family that currently 
includes two boys and a girl, aged between five and 1 1 . 
“Fostering suits me and my family down to the ground,” Debra 
explains. Adding: “My children don’t know any different and 
we’ve had so many positive experiences and memories from 
each and every foster sibling that has come into our home.” 
Debra attends an ongoing programme of training courses and 
meetings in the borough. She says the training and support 
provided by the Council’s fostering team and other foster 
carers are just some of fostering’s many rewards. 

“Being a foster carer is like being part of one big extended 
family. Communication and sharing are vital, not only with the 
children in your care, but with the people who act as a 
wonderful support network. 

“Anyone thinking of becoming a foster carer should research 
every aspect of the role and see how much training and 
advice you can tap into. And speak to other carers and use 
them as mentors, there is no substitution than to listen to 
someone who has had years of experience,” she said.

about what goes on in 
Europe, organising 
seminars and visiting 
businesses, and her office 
can also provide schools 
with free books in EU 
languages, to assist in 
foreign language teaching. 

She says that the EU has 
allowed her to study and 
work in different 
European countries and 
provided funding for this, 
while also giving her 
the opportunity to 
learn other languages 
like French and 
Spanish. 

Though the media 
often reports on global 
issues such as climate 
change and the credit 
crunch from a European 
Commission perspective, 
Chiara believes this could 
go further.

at a more local level, and 
the way in which it can 
directly benefit their lives.” 

She cites for instance, 
that only last month the 
European Parliament 
voted to extend EU 
Regional Development 
funding for projects to 
insulate walls, roofing and 
windows, plus provide 
solar panels, and replace 
old boilers for more 
energy-efficient ones, for 
homes across the EU. 

London has also 
received more than 


£l2million from the 
European Social Fund to 
support projects that help 
people back into 
employment, while the EU 
Agency Workers Directive 
ensures working 
conditions for temporary 
staff members are equal to 
permanent employees. 

Chiara will certainly be 
casting her vote at the 
ballot box on 4 June, and 
hopes other residents do 
too. She said: “Is this 
relevant for Hackney? Of 
course it is!”

THE GREEN GENIE 


How does it grow?

A N innovative 
project to help 
residents grow their 
own food has 
proved a big hit. 

Over 100 people offered 
their gardens for use in the 
Ready, Steady, Grow! 
scheme, which offers free 
training in organic 
cultivation methods, 
whether residents have a 
garden, balcony or just a 


window-sill. 

Many of the applicants 
were responding to an 
article in Hackney Today in 
February, when the scheme 
was launched. Now 40 
people are learning to grow 
vegetables, herbs and fruit 
including heritage purple 
beans, edible flowers and 
salad leaves. Growers get a 
starter pack including basic 
equipment, seeds and 
compost. 

Get Growing was set up 
last August by two 
Hackney residents, Sara 
Davies and Hedvig Murray. 


Ready, Steady, Grow! is the 
social enterprise’s first 
project. 

Sara said: “It’s going 
really well and people are 
really excited about 
working with us. They like 
seeing how we make the 
most of the space we have 
to work in. 

Hedvig added: “We are 
really excited to be working 
with all the gardens. We’ve 
had such positive 
feedback.” 

Sarah Higgs, one of the 
residents who offered their 
garden as a training venue, 


said: “You just can’t 
imagine what a brilliant 
opportunity this is for a 
frustrated gardener.” 

The project is funded by 
Awards For All and Artists 
Project Earth. Get Growing 
also works with another 
Hackney-based social 
enterprise, Growing 
Communities, to produce 
certified organic seedlings 
for participating gardens.

Double sites for cartons

THERE are now nearly 
twice as many places in 
Hackney where food and 
drink cartons can be 
recycled. 

People can dispose of 
Tetra Paks at 10 new 
collection sites - 
introduced as part of a 
nationwide trial to increase 
recycling of these items. 

The scheme is being 
funded by the carton 


industry, but the Council 
has doubled the number of 
bins in the borough to 
19. Tetra 
Paks are 
challenging 
to process as 
they are 
made from 
multiple 
materials 
including 
cardboard, 
plastic and 
aluminium, all 
of which need 


to be separated before they 
can be recycled. 

Cllr Alan Laing, 
Cabinet Member 
for 

Neighbourhoods, 
said: “We aim to 
make it more 
convenient to 
recycle cartons, 
and want people 
to use the 
additional sites 
to support our 
efforts to reduce 
waste and help 


make Hackney cleaner and 
greener.” 

More than 10 tonnes of 
cartons have been collected 
for recycling in Hackney 
since the service was 
introduced in August 2007. 
With double the sites and 
continued support from 
residents it is hoped this 
will be greatly increased.

A HACKNEY primary has 
been rated as ‘outstanding’ 
by Of s ted inspectors. 

The teaching at Lauriston 
School in E9 was praised as 
‘first-rate’ and parental 
support ‘overwhelming’. 

Recent good exam 
results, particularly in 
maths, contributed to the 
excellent report, as well as 
pupils’ high attendance 
levels and good behaviour. 

Inspectors said its 
innovative curriculum, 
which provides a broad 
range of activities, also 
helped to secure the 
glowing result. 

Their report stated: 
“Lauriston is an 
extraordinary school led by 
a remarkable head teacher 
and has a talented senior 
leadership team. 

“Together, they have 
created a real sense of 
purpose among all staff 
which focuses on enabling 


each and every pupil to do 
as well as possible.” 

The report is a great 
achievement for a primary 
where a high proportion of 
pupils are eligible for free 
school meals and a third of 
its 244 pupils have English 
as an additional language.

Fitness won’t 
break the bank 


RESIDENTS keen to get 
into better shape have 
been benefiting from free 
sports and fitness 
sessions. 

Trainer Gerry Jackson 
invited residents from 
Fellows Court and 
Woodberry Down estates 
to take part in twice- 
weekly workouts in local 
parks and community 
halls. 

He encouraged them to 
use everyday objects, 
such as chairs, park 
benches and floor space, 
to get fit. 

Groups of 10 to 12 
people, aged between 20 
and 50, have been taking 
part over an eight-week 
period, which is now 
drawing to a close.

shop. Such multi-function 
buildings first appeared in 
the 1840s and 1850s, often 
with large windows to 
display goods to their best 
advantage. 

Decoration was usually 
kept to a minimum, as 
occupancy was subject to 
frequent change. But Wells 
& Co made its mark on the 
building with eclectic 
decorative features of 
Moorish and Gothic 
influences, picked out in 
polychrome brick, stone, 
terracotta, stucco, and 
polished granite. However, 
by 1895 the company had 
vacated the premises. 

Post Office and street 
directories for the address 
show that after the 
departure of Wells & Co, 
smaller businesses moved 
in. Number 125 first 
became a bank, then a boot 
and shoemaker. A furniture- 
maker had taken over 


numbers 126-7 by 1925. 
Thomas Dunn, a 
refreshment contractor 
occupied number 128 in 
1908, sharing the address 
with the Tee-To-Tum Tea 
Club, which was also at 
number 130. Numbers 
128-30 were home to a 
furniture and gas mantle 
manufacturer by 1925. 

The most interesting new 
occupant was Philip 
Michael Beck, a china and 
glass merchant, who took 
over number 126 in 1909. 

A letter to the Hackney 
Gazette in September 1963, 
from Cllr A W Hastings of 
Bethnal Green remembers 
sale items displayed in the 
building’s forecourt, and 
also that Beck later 
diversified his business. The 
northern end of the 
building opened in January 
1910 as the Palais Eden 
cinema. This must have 
been successful as Beck 


later transformed the 
southern end of the 
building into another 
cinema, The Alcazar. 
Neither cinema had a very 
long life however and soon 
gave way to various small- 
scale businesses. 

The building, which is 
listed by English Heritage at 
Grade II, has undergone as 
many architectural changes 
as it has had occupiers 
during its existence. 
Externally, the right-hand 
triangular pediment was 
removed at one stage, 
although has since been 
replaced, and the mosaic 
bearing Wells & Co’s name 
was for a long time painted 
over, but many features still 
remain, including twisted 
cast-iron columns inside 
number 127.

O NE of the most 
distinctive 
commercial 
buildings in 

Shoreditch High Street is 
the ornate block of shops 
and offices opposite St 
Leonard’s church. 

The original purpose of 
numbers 125-130 is 
spelled out across its 
frontage in a mosaic that 
reads: Wells and Company 
Commercial Iron Works. 
But it has seen many 
different occupants since it 
was first built in 1877. 

Edward Wells & Co was 
a wholesale ironmonger. At 
a cost of £8,651, the 
building was designed for 
the company by architects 
Fowler & Hill, and built by 
W Crockett of St Pancras as 
a showroom, factory and

Deposit for your Oyster 

TFiANSPORT for London (TfL) is to introduce a £3 
refundable deposit 
for all Oyster cards 
issued after 17 
May. 

This means 
passengers who 
require a season 
ticket for a 
week, month, or 
longer will have to pay 
the deposit when they 
first buy a card, or need to 
replace a lost, stolen or 
unregistered one. 

(Passengers who use Oyster 
pay as you go already pay a £3 
refundable deposit.) 

Shashi Verma from TfL said: “Over a million Oyster cards 
are discarded or lost each year. We want to reduce the 
environmental impact of all this waste plastic, as well as 
help cut queues at ticket offices that may result from 
people seeking replacement cards.”

Road code for works 

UTILITY companies are signing up to a new code of 
conduct aimed at cutting delays and congestion caused by 
roadworks in London. 

Firms pledge to clearly display public information boards 
whenever they dig up roads, and carry out repairs outside 
peak hours when possible. The voluntary code also says 
they will strive to give local authorities more advance 
notice of works to prevent situations where the same road 
can be dug up again and again. In one of the worst 
examples cited by TfL, 500 different works were carried 
out in Holloway Road, Islington, in one year. 

Hackney residents are being encouraged to play their part 
to ensure the companies keep to the code by reporting 
works that have no information signs, are untidy or 
unattended for a number of days. TfL will then ask the 
utility companies to provide an explanation. 

Nick Morris, Director of Road Network Performance for TfL, 
said: “This new way of working with London’s utility 
companies will improve the way road works are 

undertaken in London, 
with better co- 
ordination and more 
accountability helping 
to minimise the 
disruption works have 
on London’s road 
users.”

Grilled mackerel with 
potato & fennel salad 

Serves 4 


Preparation time

Ingredients 

•2 mackerel, fresh and filleted 
•1 pinch black pepper 

• 5 tbsp olive oil 

• 1 lemon, zest and juice 
•600g new potatoes 

•1 tsp wholegrain mustard 

• 1 tbsp white wine vinegar 

• 1 red onion, finely sliced 
•1 bulb fennel, finely sliced 

• 1 small bunch of flat leaf parsley, chopped 


Method 

•Season mackerel fillets with salt and freshly 
ground black pepper, squeeze over a little of 
the lemon juice, scatter with zest and drizzle 
with olive oil 

• Place under a hot grill skin side up for five 
minutes, then turn over and cook for a 
further minute or so. Leave to rest 
•To make the salad, boil potatoes until firm 
but cooked and coat them in remaining oil, 
lemon juice and zest, mustard and vinegar. 
Mix well, and add chopped onion and fennel.

Judith Fitzsimons, Domestic Violence 
Policy Co-ordinator, talks about 
keeping a vital service up to date 


BEFORE taking on her current 
job last February, Judith was 
a frontline worker for the 
team. She said: “Part of my 
role is to be a link between 
the team and the rest of the 
Council, and make sure it is 
in line with Government 
legislation.” 

All areas of the Council that 
come into contact with 
domestic violence, share 
information and work 
alongside the DVHCT as part 
of a forum. 

Another crucial area for 
Judith is raising awareness 
of what actually constitutes 


domestic violence. “A lot of 
people won’t recognise it. It’s 
notjustphysical.lt could be 
emotional or psychological 
violence,” she said. 

Judith is a Flackney resident 
and says the most satisfying 
part of her job is knowing that 
the work her team do can 
make a real difference. 
Caseworkers in Judith’s team 
deal with approximately 30 
referrals a month. 

“The better we are doing our 
jobs, the more people can 
benefit and get away from 
these situations. People are 
not alone,” she said.

T HE Council’s 

Domestic Violence 
and Hate Crime 
(DVHCT) Team 
offers advice, information 
and support for residents 
who need it. 

There are ten members of 
the team, based at Maurice 
Bishop House, including 
four frontline workers who 
deal with individual cases, 
and three counsellors. 

According to national 
statistics, one-in-four 
women experience 


domestic violence during 
their lifetime. As Hackney’s 
female population is 
currently 105,700, this 
means up to 26,425 
women in the borough 
could suffer abuse at some 
point. 

Each woman is likely to 
encounter up to 35 
incidents of abuse before 
reporting the problem to 
the police. It should also be 
remembered that not all 
victims of domestic violence 
are female. 

The DVHCT runs drop- 
in surgeries in partnership 
with Hackney Homes. 
These offer help with any 
kind of domestic violence, 
harassment, or abuse based 



on somebody’s sexuality, 
gender, race, religion or 
nationality. 

Surgeries are held at 
neighbourhood offices in 
Homerton, Stoke 


Newington, Stamford Hill, 
Queensbridge and 
Shoreditch. Residents can 
make an appointment 
through their housing 
manager or simply turn up.
